ACTS (IN PRACTICE THROUGH PRIMARY) IS BEING UNEVENLY

THE CHILDREN ARE BEING ENROLLED IN SOME LOCATIONS BUT

COURTS IN AREAS WHERE CHILDREN ARE TURNED AWAY. THEY ARE ALSO 
BEGINNING LEGAL PROCEEDINGS TO ALLOW WITNESS CHILOREN 
ACCESS TO SECONDARY EDUCATION.

PRESIDENT VIDEIA IS FACED WITH ANOTHER DIFFICULT PROB- 
LEM: WHAT TO DO WITH FORMER PRESIDENT HECTOR CAMPORA, 

IN ASYLUM AT THE MEXICAN EMBASSY AND REPORTEDLY SUFFER- 
ING FROM CANCER. THE MEXICAN GOVERNMENT HAS ASKED THE 
GOVERNMENT TO ALLOW CAMPORA TO TRAVEL ABROAD FOR 
TREATMENT. MINISTER OF INTERIOR HARGUINOEGUY OCTOBER 
9 SAID THAT THE DECISION ON WHETHER TO ALLOW CAMPORA TO 
LEAVE THE COUNTRY RESTS WITH PRESIDENT VIDEIA. HARGUINOEGUY 
SAID THAT THE GOVERNMENT HAS MEDICAL REPORTS BY 
ARGENTINE DOCTORS WHO HAVE EXAMINEO CAMPORA. 

5. AS AN OBJECT OF CONTEMPT AND REVENGE, CAMPORA 
SURPASSES EVEN TIMERMAN IN THE MIND OF THE ARGENTINE 
MILITARY, WHO TRACE CORRUPTION AND TOLERATION OF 
TERRORISM DIRECTLY TO HIS PRESIDENCY. EVEN WITH THE 
VATICAN ON HIS SIDE, A DECISION TO RELEASE CAMPORA WIU 
CAUSE WAVES IN THE ARMED FORCES. NEVERTHELESS, TWO 
MEMBERS OF VIDELA'S OFFICE SUGGESTED TO US RECENTLY 
THAT LIKE IT OR NOT, CAMPORA IS A SICK MAN AND THAT 
SITUATION IS PROBABLY OVERRIDING. THE PERONISTS, HOW- 
EVER, MAY HAVE DONE CAMPORA A SCANT FAVOR, WHEN ON 
OCTOBER 11, THEY RELEASED A STATEMENT CALLING FOR HIS 
RELEASE ALONG WITH THAT OF OTHER PERNOIST LEADERS NOW 
BEING HELD, USING THE TIMERMAN DECISION AS A PRECEDENT. 

6. <U) COURT ACCEPTS HABEAS CORPUS PETIITION AND ORDERS 

ITS SUBJECT FREED 

THERE WERE SEVERAL INTERESTING COURT DECISION ANNOUNCED 
DURING THE WEEK. IN ONE, AN' APPELATE COURT UPHELD A 
HABEAS CORPUS PETITION AND, IN ADDITION, ORDERED THE 
SUBJECT OF THE PETITION-PERLA AMELIA DIEZ-RELEASED. 

THE COURT ALSO DENIED TWO OTHER PETITIONS. IN ANOTHER 
CASE, A COURT ORDERED THAT FIFTEEN EMPLOYEES OF THE 
STATE NEWS AGENCY-TEL AM-WKO WERE FIRED IN 1972 IN 
CHARGES OF CORRUPTION BE IMMEDIATELY REHIRED AND IN- 
DEMNIFIED. THE COURT REPORTEDLY FOUND THAT THE MANAGE- 
MENT OF TEL AM HAD PROCEEDED ARBITRARILY AND ILLEGALLY 
AND WITHOUT SUFFICIENT CAUSE. WE ARE SEEKING TO LEARN 
MORE ABOUT THESE DECISIONS, PARTICULARLY THE POSITIVE 
ACTION ON THE HABEAS CORPUS PETITION, A VERY UNUSUAL 
DEVELOPMENT HERE. 
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
